Miss Mabel Dietz Euthuses 
Over Her “Car” in Third 
National Bank Building, 
and Tells Marguerite Mar- 
tyn About Her Job.

ad ee car, please.” The order 
rang out in clear, bell-like 
tones, gentle but firm. 

Several would-be passengers preferred 
car number one but a second glance 
at the operator was convincing that no 
idle preferences were to interfere with 
the system, whatever it was, of start- 
ing these cars. With backward reluct- 
ant glances the group was herded into 
the next car, myself included. I as- 
cended to the eighteenth floor and 
waited around the corner until it was 
number one’s turn to descend. 

At frequent stops, as the gate swung 
open, there would be an instant’s hesi- 
tation on the part of the passenger, if a 
man, and they are mostfy men in this 
office building.

She Has a Wooden Ear.

Then there was a 
concentration of eyes upon a small, slirh 
blue serge uniformed back to see what 
effect gallantry had upon the operator. 


It had no effect whatever except to 
cause the floor numbers to be called ovt 
in a more severely serious voice.

Good Looks a Handicap. 

During a relief period, across a table 
and a cool drink, I was brought face to 
face with the fact that the ‘‘prettiest 
elevator operator's” title does not de- 
pend solely upon a dearth of competi- 
tion in her field. A group of excep- 
tionally well arranged and regular fea- 
tures confronted me from beneath the 
severe visor |of a squarely set cap. 
There was a pair of fearless blue eyes, 
frequent glimpses of perfect teeth and 
the responsiveness of youth, 18 years of 
youth, in quick changing expressions. 
But I was to learn that these qualifica- 
tions are not at all necessary to the 
business of running an elevator. Not at 
all. On the contrary, they are rather a 
handicap. And it takes tremendous 
dignity, immense sense of responsibility 
and allround seriousness to overcome 
them. : 

“Tf I paid any attention to personal 
remarks and stares and compliments, I 
shouldn’t be doing anything else all day 
long,’’ Miss Dietz told me, “and my job 
would have vanished before this. So I 
just have to have a wooden ear. You 
see, I have a great responsibility,’’ she 
continued gravely. ‘‘Not.only the safe 
conduct of the elevator, and that is 
enough to take all my attention, for it 
isn’t as mechanical as you may thinh, 
but I feel that for the sake of other 
women so much depends upon my suc- 
ceeding as the first woman operator in 
a public building. You see, Mr. Wright 
is making a test case of me to prove 
that a woman—some women—can run 
elevators, and a good many other build- 
ing managers are watching the experi- 
ment. If I fail it may mean that a very 
godd and suitable and available occu- 
pation for women may remain closed. 

Feels Like Curiosity. 
“It’s right hard, sometimes, to act like 
a wooden image in the face of smiles 
and compliments,’ she said, ‘‘and I 
didn’t know before there were so many 
nice, friendly people in the world.

RESISTERS HUNTED 
N FIVE COUNTIES 


500 to 1500 Men Estimated to 
Be in Half Dozen Bands in 
East Center of State. 


TERRITORY WILD, RUGGED 


Mobs Said to Be Made Up of 
Tenant Whites, Negroes, In- 
dians and Half Breeds. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Aug. 4.—Re- 
sisting the draft law, at least half a 
dozen armed bands of tenant farmers, 
half-breed Indians and negroes are re- 
ported to be running rampant through.- 
out five counties in East Central Ok- 
lahoma today. 

As the disturbed territory is about 190 
miles long by 90 miles wide, and its 
topography rugged and full of thickets, 
only an estimate can be made of the 
total number of rioters. Reports re- 
ceived here placed it variously at from 
500 to 1X0. 

A posse guarding a highway near 
Stonewall in southeastern Pontotoc 
County exchanged about 40 shots with 
a band early today, according to re- 
ports. None was injured. 

A posse, with a detail of Oklahoma 
National Guard Cavalry, and State au- 
thorities left Wewoka for the troubled 
districts this morning. 

Authorities, following clashes last 
night, declared the situation was well 
in hand and that the streneth of the 
movement has been broken. Numerous 
posses, composed of armed civilians and 
law enforcement officials, are converg- 
ing today upon the affected districts in 
Pontotoc, Seminole, Okmulgee, Pitts- 
burg and Hughes counties. 

Character of Population. 

Formerly occupied almost entirely py 
Indians, the population of those coun- 
ties now includes a large mixture of 
tenant whites, negroes and half-breeds 
as well.as Indians. The country is on 
the borders of the Canadian River. 
Towns are few and small. 

One thousand armed possemen began 
a drive early today upon 400 of the 
draft resisters who were said to be en- 
camped near Sasakwa in Seminole Coun- 
ty, where the anarchistic campaign is 
reported to have had its birth. The ri- 
oters were expected to make a deter- 
mined resistance.

By far the most important thing for Ameri- 
cans to do is to keep normal physically, mor- 
ally and intellectually.

This is good counsel. With the present almost 
prohibitive cost of most articles of food, it is cer- 
tain that the poor will not eat too much. They 
will be fortunate if they can get enough to keep 
from starving. Thrift advice to them is not only 
waste of words. It is impertinence. Advice as 
to the kind of food to purchase and its proper 
proportion may be valuable.

THE GERMAN CAMOUFLAGE. 

American engineers in France are being taught 
camouflage, the art of making things appear what 
they are not. It consists in painting gun em- 
placements, bastions, munition dumps and other 
military objects gray or green or brown, so that 
they will be merged with the surrounding terrain 
and foliage and thus be invisible to the enemy’s 
airplanes and observers.

For several 
months Vienna has been hinting to Berlin that 
the war must be brought to an end shortly or 
grave consequences affecting the solidity of the 
Teutonic bund might be looked for. 

Now comes Count Czernin, who probably has 
the confidence of the Austro-Hungarian people 
to a greater extent than any other official, and 
offers to act as a mediator between Germany and 
England. In making this suggestion he points 
out that the British are not particularly hostile 
to the dual monarchy, a fact in which he and 
others of the Vienna Government seem to take 
great pride. 

There is a veiled threat for Germany in Count 
Czernin’s’ words.” He says im effect: “England 
and the allies are bitter toward Germany, but not 
toward us. The entente -undoubtedly would 
fight for many years in an effort to crush Prussia, 
but the relations between the allies and Austro- 
Hungary are almost amiable. The point is that 
we are in a position to make a very satisfactory 
peace with our enemies. As allies we are willing 
to help you to good peace terms. If you refuse— 
remember we can make our own peace terms 
rather than go to ruin with you.” 

By sacrificing a bit of territory to the Italians 
for which it might receive compensation in Al- 
bania, Vienna could probably readily come to an 
agreement with the entente and emerge from the 
war with its territorial integrity practically un- 
scathed.

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HANDING ONE TO SENATOR STONE.

If you receive the Congressional Record, read 
the story of one day’s proceedings in the Senate 
and in the lower house, and then you will begin 
to understand why it takes four months to pass 
a bill.

THE WEEKLY WAR SUMMARY. 
HIS has been one of those weeks in the paper 


when the war seems hopeless.. After hav- 
ing joined together in almost incredible num- 


shakable faith that it can be done. That is, we feel 
about it exactly as everybody but the Germans felt 
about it at the beginning of the war, despite every 
setback and the fact that the Germans are holding 
much more of the paper after three years of fighting 
than they did when hostilities began. This wide- 
spread feeling that the Germatis are never really win- 
ning the war, but are only postponing defeat, is per- 
haps the most singular feature of the conflict. It 
would be hard to say whether it is justified or not. 
Probably it is. It is occasionally said in the paper 
that the allies are going to win because they have 
right on their side. We doubt the soundness of that 
philosophy. Lloyd George said the war would be won 
by the last million pounds sterling, and England 
would have it. That is better; but not so good, we 
think, as Just a Minute’s theory that the allies are 


smarter than the Germans. He says it is the Arma- 
geddon of human wits, and that the Germans.are not 


there. Some of our editors observe indications that 
the Germans themselves are beginning to realize this. 
They are asking why it is that Germany gains no new 
allies, while powerful countries like the United States 


join with England, Other Germans want to know why 
Germany has to resort to such means as she has em- 


ployed, when they only add to the number of her ene- 
mies. Maybe Just a Minute has it. Some excellent 
heads in the paper think so. 

The British and French demonstrated again this 
week that they have the Germans outgunned and out- 
gamed, They put on a terrific attack on Page 1, 
and it was not long before what Germans escaped 
filtered threugh to Page 2 looking as if the gas works 
had gone bang. The type dust was awful. There 
couldn’t have been anything that wasn’t battered 
to pieces, and we will abandon that form entirely 
when we move to the new building. The Weather 
Bird, who went through the attack, says it made one 
think of Hell as a place like Atlantic City.. Almost 


However, there is always a very quick end to that 
sort of thing. It usually goes no further than the allied 
guns can shoot. It is some distance to Berlin by that 
route. The significance of such an encounter lies in 
the inability of the Germans to resist it for as far as 
it goes, and the preponderance of the allies while 
it is on. That can mean only defeat for Germany 
in the end. Bverybody in the paper says so, and back 
on the editorial page, where the more contemplative 
minds assemble, as much importance is attached to 
one of these short advances as was ew attached 
to decisive battles. 

Nobody in the paper knows what to think of the 
Russians. They are still making their way back in 
the paper with a good deal of precipitougness, and 
one can sit behind an advertisement almost anywhere 
and amuse one’s self tripping Russians up. The want 
ads-are full of them, each carrying a soapbox, and 
éach eager to have someone listen while he makes a 
speech. Answers says we are now reaping the conse- 
quences of the mistake we made when we sent a dele- 
gation of orators to Russia, led by Bifku Boot, in- 
stead of sending a commission of <ciose-mouthed efi- 
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speechmaking habit, and that they will gladly retire 
before the Germans into Siberia in order to debate 


undisturbed the different theories of popular govern- 
ment. 


We fear that is so. However, what is true one day

It is a good plan to have the better 
grade of blankets dry cleaned. If they 
are to be washed, however, great care 
should be taken that they do not shrink. 
They should be washed with tepid wa- 
ter and a good wool soap, on a bright, 
sunny day, and dried out of doors. 

Blankets should be bought to fit the 
beds on which they are to be used—of 
course, large enough to be turned in at 
the foot and sides, but not so large 
that they will touch the floor. Most 
blankets come double, that is, all in 
one piece, but it is usually much more 
convenient to handle them if one cuts 
them into two separate blankets. Thea 
old-fashioned way was to buttonhole 
this raw edge with wool to match the 
border. Nowadays, it seems to be less 
troublesome and more artistic to bind 
the edges with silk or ribbon. 


As for marking the blankets, there 
are all sorts of artistic ways. The 
purely utilitarian object might be at- 
tained by simply attaching a small tape 
label into which the name has been wo- 
ven. But initials or monograms are 
much more attractive, especially when 
done in the color of the border or de- 
sign, or In any dainty color if the bdlan- 
ket be plain white. Cross-stitching is 
effective, and so is the regular satin 
stitch embroidery. One might use, per- 
haps, for both pattern and padding, 
those papler-mache letters'that are so 
often used on table linen and towels, 
and embroider over them with a fairly 
heavy silk. Sometimes—and this is an 
effective way of not only marking but 
decorating handsome blankets—the mon- 
ogram or initiala are embroidered on a 
diamond or oval or circle—whatever 
shape one wishes—of silk or satin, which | 
is appliqued upon the blankets witli 
fancy stitches. Blankéts adorned thus 
must, of course, te dry cleansed, rather 
than washed. 

Now is the time, however, that the 
careful housekeeper is putting away h2 
blankets until next winter. They should 
first of all be thoroughly cleaned, then 
gewn into an old piece of sheeting and 
packed away. And, if they are to be 
packed for any length of time, they 
should have plenty of mot&A balis or
